CAUSES JOY IN WASHINGTON 


It i* the Belief That the Taking of the War Chief- 


tain Will End All Armed Resistance in 


the Philippine Archipelago 


Very Soon. 


Manila, 
March 
28.—Aguinaldo, 


who was captured by General Funs- 
ton and brought to Manila on the 
United Sfotes gunboat Vicksburg, 
was brought ashore at 3:10 p, m. to- 
day an$ taken, before Q-eneral Mac- 
Arthur at the Malacanang palace. 
* 


He talked freely, but seemed, ignor- 


ant concerning recent events. 


He appeared to be in good health 


and was even cheerful. 


He lunched with the 
oificers of 


General MaeArthuv's stafLand i$uow 
a prisoner in General MacArthur's 
palace. 


Aguinaldo's captuie was attended 


with considerable difficulty, an in- 
surgent major being- killed at 'the 
time of the event. Twenty rifles and 
a number of important papeas wero 
captured. 


OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


Washington, March 28.—The pi ess 


imports of the capture of Aguinaildo 
by General Funston were confirmed 
today by General MacArthur, at Ma- 
nila, in the following cablegram to 
Adjufant Gteneral Corbin:

MUCH JOY IN WASHINGTON. 


Washington, March 28.—The news 


of General Aguinaldo's capture jby 
General Punston was received every- 
where in official circles with intense 
gratification, but, perhaps, nowhere 
did it create more satisfaction than at 
the white house. 
The first official 


news to reach the executive mansion 
was General MacArthtSr's dispatch 
announcing the capture, which came 
about midnight last night, 
This 


morning the ^resident also sato Ad- 
miral Bemy's cablegram and the 
press dispatches. 


The president naturally is very 


much gratified that the chief mover 
in the insurrection has at last been 
taken* 


HAD SICKED EUNSTON, 


It has been the opinion of the mil- 


itary authorities for a long time that 
Aguinaldo was doing more than all 
the other agencies combined to keep 
the rebellion in the Philippines alive 
and every energy was directed to 
compass his capture. It is rather a 
remarkable tribute to the daring and 
resourcefulness of General Funston 
that long before he made the attempt 
he was selected by the authorities 
here as the officer who might achieve 
it, It was the intention of General 
Funftton some time ago to return to 
the TJtiited States, but by direction of 
the War department he was detained 
in the Philippines in the hope thai

just such a contingency as did aiise 
should give him the opportunity to 
test his prowess. 


Both the president and war depart- 


ment were fully informed of the trap 
laid to capture the insurgent chief 
and the result of the expedition has 
been anxiously awaited" for several 
days. 


VITAL QUESTIONS RAISED. 
Several 
interesting and, indeed, 


vital questions are raised by Agui" 
naldo's capture. 
If the insurrection 


now collapses, as it is hoped it will, 
it may not be necessary to enlist the 
full strength of the army provided 
for in the army reorganization bill. 
There also is the question of the dis- 
position to be made of the insurgent 
chief. But it is too early yet for the 
authorities to decide these questions, 
There also is much speculation as to 
:he reward which General Funston 
may receive for his work. It is con- 
sidered not improbable that las re- 
ward will be a commission in the reg- 
ular establishment. 


In cabinet circles General Fun* 


ston's 'exploit was referred to in 
laudatory terms and the probable ef- 
fect it will have on ttie termination 
of hostilities in the Philippines is 
seing generally discussed. 


Secretary *»ong expressed the pre- 


vailing sentiment. He naturally was 
much gratified at the official con* 
firmation of Aguinaldo's capture and 
of the assistance that the navy had 
been able to render General Funston 
in facilitating his exploits. 


GOOD MORAL EFFECT. 


The capture itself was of much im- 


portance, he said, but he suggested 
that the moral effect probably would 
count quite as much as the brilliancy 
of the exploit. lie considered it one 
of the most significant features of the 
affair that the natives themselves 
had been instrumental in bringing 
about the capture. 
They had made 


up a considerable part of Funston's 
force and their willingness to go into 
the heart of Aguinaldo's stronghold. 
indicated that in their bwn mind-3 
they felt that there was no longer 
any real danger to be apprehended 
from Aguinaldo's strength. 


that such a sentiment had obtained 


hold among the Filipinos was, in the 
judgment of Secretary Long, a Sig- 
nificant evidence that the insurrec- 
tion had 16st its vitality among the 
people themselves. 


To this sentiment was now added 


the loss of the ostensible head of the 
insurrectionary 
movement, which 


would doubtless exert far-reaching 
influence upon the native mind. 


The secretary said he presumed 


that Aguinaldo would be held as a 
prisoner of w«r.

SHOULD BE SPANKED. 


"It is a little early to say," re- 


sponded the secretary, $md then, 
after a pause, he added, smilingly: 


"I should say that he should 'be 


apankecl with a shingle." 


It was suggested to the secretary 


that as a prisoner of war who ha£ 
rebelled against the authority of the 
United States, it might be incumbent 
under military 
procedure to deal 


with Aguinaldo by those rigorous 
<steps usual to warfare, 


Bttt Mr, Long1 shook his head and 


remarked that that was hardly the

Lincoln, 'March 28.-J, H. Millard, 


of Omaha, and 
Gov, Charles H* 


Dietrich, of Hastings, who were 
nominated by the republican caucus 
this moaning for the long and short 
term "United States senatorahips re- 
spectively, were elected by the joint 
session of the legislature at noon. 


Each received seventy-two votes— 


the entire republican strength* 
\ 


Mr. Millard was assigned the seat 


of Senator Thurston, while (Governor 
Dietrich i$ the successor of the late 
Senator Hayward. 


Repeated caucuses and a daily bal- 


lot for two months and a half tells 
the story of the struggle for the two 
vacant seats of Nebraska in th« 
United States senate. 
When the re- 


publican 'caucus adjourned late last 
night the deadlock apparently was as 
firm as ever. 
On reassembling this 


morning the men who had probably 
prevented a nomination several days 
ago of D, E. Thompson began going 
over to Crounse, but could not muster 
enough votes to cause a solution of 
the difficulty. 
Mr. Thompson final- 


ly arose and announced his decision 
to withdraw from the contest for the 
short term, and suggested that his 
followers take up G-overnor Dietrich. 


Immediately Edward Kosewate-r, of 


Omaha, candidate for the long term, 
announced 'his withdrawal and sug- 
gested to his friends the name of Mr. 


illard. 
Meikeljohn also withdrew. 


ttwo ballots were then taken, 
pn 


the first Governor Dietrich received 
sixty-sfeven votes and his nomination 


3 made unanimously, ICrounse re- 


ceived thirty-five and Millard thirty- 
nine. 
Before the second ballot was 


half finished several changes were 
made 
to 
Millard 
and 
Crounse 


finally withdrew before the comple- 
tion of the vote. 
Millard's nomina- 


tion was declared unanimously. 


Joseph H. Millaxd and Charles H. 


Dietrich are both bankers. Neither 
has been prominent in politics until 
within the last year. 


Senator-elect Millard was born in 


Hamilton, Canada, in 1836. 'He came 
to Nebraska in 1856 and has resided 
since then in Omaha. He w>as the 
founder of the OanaJha National tonk, 
of which institution he is still the 
president* He was for many years a 
director of the Union Pacific rail- 
road, but has not been 
connected 


with the road under the reor-ganioa- 
tion. 
He has never held a public 


office. 


Charles H. Dietrich, elected for the 


short term, is governor of Nebraska 
and president of the German National 
banit of Hastings. He was bprn at 
Aurora, 111., in 1853, and came to this 
state in 1887. Prior to his nomina- 
tion for governor on. the republican 
ticket last year he had never been in 
politics. 


Governor Dietrich's election to the 


senate will raise Lieutenant Governor 
Savage to the 
ofilce 
of governor, 


which the former will vacate on his 
qualification as senator.

Washington, March 28.—The Rus- 


sian authorities have given definite 
and positive assurances to the state 
department that the 
dismissal of 


McLevy Brown, the high official of 
the Korean government, was not due 
in anyway to Russian influence. 


The Russian ambassador, Count 


Casini, had an extended conference 
with Secretary Hay today. 
The am- 


bassador was without information as 
to what had been done as the Man- 
churian agreement. 
Although the 


general question of China was gone 
over, yet the chief purpose of the 
visit was to clear up ithe reports- that 
Russia had been instrumental in the 
removal of Mr. Brown. 


Count CasinPs visit resulted in the 


fullest assurance that the affair is 
not one iu which Russia had been 
concei ned, and that it was (purely a 
matter of the 
domestic affairs of 


Korea, which the Korean officials had 
carried out according to their own 
desires. 


During the course of the interview 


there was a fuither reference to Rus- 
sia's purpose in 'Manchuria. 
This 


was on precisely the same lines as 
the 
ambassador had before laid 


down, but with more particularity. 
For instance it was made to appear 
that this particular agreement be- 
tween 'Russia and China 1$ really 
nothing m'ore than a "modus vi- 
vendi." 
It is purely temporary in 


character according to the (Russian 
contention. 


The purpose is, according to that 


contention, to restore law 'and ordar 
under Chinese authority in Man- 
churia and provide for the gradual 
withdrawal of the Russia troops. 


Secretary Hay's callers today also 


included Lord Pauncefote, and the 
German ambassador, and the Japan- 
ese minister, all of whom were con- 
cerned in the status of Chinese af- 
fairs, and particularly the final out- 
come of the Manchuiian question. 
Little definite additional information 
was developed.

A NEW LEADER TO BE CHOSEN 


FILIPINOS, 
HE 
SAYS,

HAVE INDEPENDENCE. 


Paris, March 28.—A representative 


of the Associated Press today com* 
municated to Agoncillo, the Filipino 


ent, the news of the capture of 


Aguinaldo. Agoncillo, who occupies 
a nicely furnished apartment in a 
house in a central Paris street, appar- 
ently surrounded by every comfort, 
laughed and said: 


"I do not believe it. 
I have re- 


ceived nothing by cable and until I 
receive confirmatory advices I shall 
continue to ignore the news." 


Asked, if the announcement was 


true, what effect he thought it would 
have on the insurrection, Agoncillo 
replied emphatically: 


"None, except the loss of a trua 


patriot and a clever general. 
The 


feeling of the Philippine people and 
their determination to fight out the 
struggle for independence will remain) 
unshakable. 


"I received a cablegram only yes- 


terday which convinced me that the 
Philippine leaders have not modified 
their persistent attitude 
regarding 


the continuance of the war. 


"Whatever disaffections may havfl 


taken place in favor of the Ameri* 
cans, the Philippine people as a whole 
are resolved to accept nothing short 
of independence.** 


When Agoncillo was asked what ef- 


fect the capture, of Aguinaldo would 
have on the campaign he said a coun- 
cil of the leading £ilipinos would 
simply meet and ^lect another milt*. 
tary chief to pros&wtfe the war, add* 
ing that fcven if Agttinaldo and hte 
general staff were all captured man$ 
able generals remain. 


Agoncillo was asked who was likely 


to be chosen to succeed Aguinalda 
and said he thought General Alejan- 
drino might be selected, as he was a 
clever military leader and enjoyed the 
confidence of the people. 


In reply to a question of the rqporf! 


of the Associated Press as to whether 
the Pilipinos had enough money to 
continue the war indefinitely, Agon-* 
eillo smiled and replied:

did the capture of Aguinaldo caus< 
discussion among tne officials. 
As 


to the disposition to be made of the 
famous prisoners some of the army 
officers expressed the opinion that it 
would prove troublesome. 
Secre- 


tary Boot said he remembered the 
capture of Jefferson Davis; also the 
arrest of William M. Tweed, both of 
which embarrassed the authorities. 
The secretary desired further advices 
from General MacArthur before dis- 
cussing the matter in great detail, 


He would say 
little or nothing 


about the disposition of Aguinaldo 
further than that he probably would 
be treated the same as Bother high of- 
ficers of the insurgents who have 
been taken by the Americans in the 
prosecution of the war. 


Army officers who have been lit the 


Philippines were very much inter- 
ested in the news and some of them 
discussed 
the 
military-judicial 


features of the case. 
It was pointed 


out that Aguinaldo could be held as 
a* prisoner of war until the close of 
the war. Another phase of the ques- 
tion relating1 to the proclamations 
and ordeis of Aguinaldo tending to 
secure the assasination and massacre 
of Americans, European and friendly 
Filipinos without legaid to their ac- 
tivity in the prosecution of the war 
on the insuigents, was discussed. 


COULD CLAIM NO IMMUNITY, 
It was said that in case these 


proclamations and ordeis could be 
proven Aguinaldo would be subject 
to a trial by a miliUry commission 
for violation of the rules of war and 
he could not claim immunity, under 
the oidinary conduct of war.

LIFE HISTORY OP A0UINALDO. 


Einilio Aguinaldo, known simply 


by that name uatil the war, when he 
adopted the more imposing- title of 
Senoi Bon Eniiho Agumaldo y Famy, 
was boin in a nipa hut in the island 
oi Luzon, in the old town of Cavite, 
near Manila, in 1872. 
Like himself, 


his father was a native of the Philip- 
pine's, of full Malay blood. 


When, a quarter of a century ag-o, 


the hatred of the 
natives 
of the 


islands for the power that held them 
under misiule and oppression began 
to take -form in slumbeiing- revolt, 
the Tagalo boy was toddling about 
the hut which was his birthplace am 
none knew that he was destined t 
make the na/me of Aguinaldo knowi 
as that of the lender of his people. 


The oidinary Talaglo boy's life i 


devoid of incident from the time b 
can walk until he monies, which niin 
be as early as sixteen, when he is re 
yarded as a man. Not so with 
Aguinaldo. His father was a nativ 
chief—an Orang Malayu—that is, a 
Malay with literary knowledge and 
having1 a religion and a form of cul 
ture 
In this way he 
was distin- 


guished from the Orang Beuna, tin 
Malay of the soil, 
and 
from tin 


Orang Laut, the Malay of the sea 


The chief had ambitions for his son 


so, while other Tagalo boys had noth- 
ing to do or think of but eating and 
sleeping, and in most ca-ses had in- 
ordinate fondness for both, Emilio 
Aguinaldo was taught theie was 
something more in store for liim in 
life—that he was to have a caieer— 
to be a chief like his father, or per- 
haps greater. 


EMILIO TRAINED FOR CHIEF. 
So when Emilio was ten years old 


having reached the age when he could 
wear clothes with fitting dignity, his 
father 
gave him 
to the Spanish 


priests in Manila to be educated. The 
priests were 
glad to get him and 


train him in Spanish ways of think- 
ing, hoping to use his influence later 
in behalf of Spain among the Taga- 
Io». He was kept in the schools at 
Manila a short time, then sent to 
Madrid to be educated for the priest- 
hood. 


In Manila the Tagalo boy had be- 


gun to be acquainted with the system 
by which tho Spanish officials op- 
pressed the natives. At Madrid he 
saw more, and learned how Spain op- 
pressed and plundered all its colonies. 
For two years or more he kept on 
studying Latin and other subiects 
prescribed in the course of training 
for priests, then surprised his tutors 
by telling them he did not wish to 
be a priest. 
He had determined to 


become a soldier. 


PREFERS SWORD TO COWL. 
Opposition was of no avail. A sol- 


dier ha would be, and nothing else, 
Unwillingly his masters took from 
' his shoulders the gown of the noviti- 


ate and invested them in the uniform 
of the military. 
Soon after this 


Emilio Aguinaldo was drafted into 
one o fthe native regiments of Luzon 
and became a subaltern in his native 
land, dominated by Spanish captains 
and field officers—a part of the ma- 
chinery employed in the oppression of 
his own people* 


Serving quietly as a minor officer 


in the Spanish ranks, he did not for- 
get the dreams of his boyhood that 
at some time he should be a leader 
among the Tagalos. 
He knew his 


superiors were plunderers of then- 
own goveinment at Madrid. He saw 
that the Malay paid the taxes, the 
resident officials taking one-third of 
it and sending the remaining two- 
thirds to Madrid. He knew that the 
clergy received tithes from the Ma- 
lay, but that church and clergy alike 
were for the Spanish. 


Taciturn, morose, keen to observe 


and quick to lesent—sullen and vin- 
dictive, but silent-—be watched and 
waited and served on in the aimy of 
Spain. In 1896 he decided to wait no 
longer. He was then £4 years old 
and had been trained for years as a 
soldier. He decided tn organize a re- 
volt aginst Spain among the native 
soldiers serving* with the 
Spanish 


army, and began in his own regiment. 
Lieutenant Alexandro, a brother Ma- 
lay, became his associate in 
th<* 


movement. The plot was developed 
n secret and a plan of action agieed 
on. 


LEADS HIS i'lRST REVOLT. 
This plan was announced to Spain, 


when, 
eaily 
one morning, every 


Spanish officer in the regiment was 
shot down on the parade giound, ex- 
cept a few insignificant lieutenants, 
and the Malav soldiers in the regi- 
ment hid in the tangled depths of the 
savannas™the broad swamps through 
which the soldiers of the American 
aimy have been fighting their way 
against this same leader of the Ma* 
ays. 
This was the beginning of the ca- 
eer of Emilio Aguinaldo on his own 
account as a soldier and a leader. He 
organized an armv of between 4,000 
uid 5,000 natives, established head- 
quarters, and began to make for the 
Spanish residents A reign of terror. 
On every Spaniard he was ready to 
•ent the hatred for Spain that had 
ieen growing within him for fifteen 
yeais. He had seen the ears of his 


people cut off by Spaniards who 


ailed themselves Christians. 
He, 


n turn, chopped off Spanish heads, 
He had seen the priests bless Spanish 
oldiers setting out on murderous 
missions against his own people, and 
without scruple assassinated priest 
nd soldiers alike, only that they 
were Spanish. He followed out th 
essons he had leained in a lonj 
raining. 


P3&ICE PTTT ON HIS HEAD. 


Bassillio Augusti y Davila was th 
olitical governor of the Philippic 
slands at that time. 
Biveia was 


aptain 
general. 
Augusti 
offered 


30,000 for the head of Aguinaldo 
'he answer he received to this tendei 
'as a note from the rebel leader him 


elf: 
"I need the sum you offer much and 
ill deliver the head myself."

The latter iu turn hand- 
ed him a receipt, counted the money, 
walked backward to the door and 
bolted, A pistol bullet fioin the 
weapon of the enraged Augusti cut 
the hair over Aguinaldo's temple, but 
he escaped unscathed. 


TAKES BRIBE TO GO AWAY. 
A short time after this Captain 


Geueial Polavieja offeied Agumaldo 
and Alexandro $200,000 each if they 
would leave Luzon forever. 
Each 


was to have a free paidon, also, foi 
past offenses. 
The two accepted the 


often only to learn aftei they received 
the money that they were to be as- 
sassinated the following night at a 
festa. The next night came, but the 
two men engaged to kill the Insur- 
ants were found dead in their beds 


with knives driven through 
their 


leaits, and attached to the handle of 
each was a bit of paper bearing the 
nscription: 
"Beware of the Malay's vengeance," 
Polavieja resigned and returned to 


Spain, and 
Rivera- going as well, 


Augusti became the captain general 
f the islands. He made no headway 
n the effort to subdue Aguinaldo, 
The revolt of the natives was grow- 
ng every day, wlien the victory of 
Bewey ended Spanish power at Ha- 
il*. 
When Aguinaldo first revolted his I 


followers were without aims. 
Ho 


subsequently armed a poitioii of them 
from the bodies of the Spanish sol- 
diery whom they overcame with the 
bolo. 
But mysterious vessels came 


out of the sea bearing other aiuns and 
immunition, and these were surrepti- 
iously deliveied to the insurgents 
without anyone discoveiing whence 
hey came. 


DEWEY MEETS AGWINALDO. 
After Aguinaldo 
and Alexandio 


had received their $200,000 each from 
thf Spaniards they quH the Philip- 
pines and went over to Honk Korig, 
and later to Singapore. It was when 
Dewey, then commodoie, was prepar- 
ing to leave -this port to cairy out the 
orders of the United States goveui- 
ment to find and destroy the Spanish 
fleet that Dewey and Aguinaldo fiist 
•met. 


Howard 
Bray, 
an Englishman, 


whose name has been mentioned re- 
cently in cable dispatches in connec- 
tion with an alleged plot to ftg&<t5sin- 
ate Admiral Dewey on his way home, 
was then at 
Singapore. 
He 
took 


Aguinaldo to Spencer Pratt, Ameri- 
can consul general at Singapore, and 
made arrangements for an interview 
with 
Dewey. In. that interview 


Aguinaldo was led to pledge himself 
to act in conjunction with. Bewey in 
the expulsion of Spain from the Phil- 
ippines. 
Subsequently the 
Malay 


leader left Singapore on a British 
steamship and returned to Luzon. 


It was on December 14, 1897, that 


Agumald'o 
accepted 
the 
offer of 


$200,000 to lease the islands, and 
was. betrayed to death, though he 
escaped. From then until his return 
after the conference at Singapore it 
is not known that he was in the 
islands, though he was constantly in 
communication with the insurgents 
who were 
still 
fighting 
against 


Spain. 
IS A MAN OP SMALL (STATURE 


'Aguinaldo was small of stature, 


dark, with quick, 
furtive eyes, 


smooth face, shaip features and alert 
in his manner. 
Had lie been seen 


on the stieets of an American city 
before his featuies became familiar 
thiough the printing of his pictuies 
ho in all piobability would 'have been 
mistaken for a Japanese student or 
artisan, for in 
general build and 


color he strongly resembled the Jap- 
anese, as do many of the more intel- 
igenfc 
Malays 
His 
generalship 


showed itself m a resolute chin and 
over shot jaw. 
There was in his 


face something of the expression cf 


bulldog. 
Among the natives it 


was said he never slept, and what- 
iver the verdict of history may be re- 
garding his actions, he will be cred- 
ted at least with ability in carrying 


brains of the insurrection. 


"Babini was really the brains of 


the Filipino rebellion and Aguinaldo 
was the active leader, 
I admit that 


I did not give him credit for the 
abilities that he has shown, but he 
is certainly not a man of very great 
ability. 
One thing I wonder about 


is that the dispatches today from Ma- 
nila describe him as 'talking freely.' 


"When I first saw him he was not* 


ably reticent and a good deal of his 
strength came from the fact that he 
did not talk much. 
The people be- 


lieved that he was invulnerable, how- 
ever, and that no harm could be done 
to him, 
There was a stoiy current, 


in fact, that a dozen men had stood 
up and fired at him as a test, 
I 


suppose there were no bullets in the 
guns. 


"That story went everywhere. The 


-people are intensely 
superstitious, 


and they believed that no harm could 
befall him. 
It will take some time 


now for the news to get around of 
the capture, and at first the people 
will refuse to believe it, but after 
the news does finally get aiound 
through the islands I fully believe 
that organized ic&istance will col- 
lapse. 
Of course there will T>e Spor- 


adic disorder for a long time to come, 
but I do not believe that there will 
be anything serious." 


"What do you think ought to be 


done with Aguinaldo now?" 


"Well, it seems to me that as good 


a tiling as could be done for the pres- 
ent will be to send him to Guam. 
It 


ia the same sort of a climate as in 
the Philippines and there would be 
no hardship in the change, but there 
would be no chance to do so."

among the farmers iu the vicinity 
endeavoiing to secure assurances of 
500 acies for the cultivation of the 
beets. 
The company will pay $4 


per ton for the beets f. o. b. Fort 
Wayne, or points along the line* and 
will furnish the seed, to be paid for 
out of the fall shipment of beets. 
The pi ice which the company is wili- 
ng to pay is 25 cents higher than 
that offered by the 'Continental com- 
pany, of Cleveland, and as an addi- 
ional inducement the company will 
keep an agricultural expert in Fort 
Wayne during the growing season 
to instruct the farmers in the proper 
method or g re-wing the beets.

To give you an iiius ia- 
tion, I once hnd an old Cornisliman 
at woik in a mine in which I was 
interested and ha'd intrusted him 
with a general supervision or all tne 
blasting. He liad 
been handling1 


dynamite for twenty years or mu<5 
an'd was justly regarded as an ex- 
pert 
During that entire period -it 


had never had an accident woi th 
speaking of, and %y degrees the care 
and vigilance that were responsible 
for his excellent record hau worn 
away uritil he was beginning' to en- 
tertah1 the delusion, common to old 
h'ands, that the danger of the ft>tu*r 
was very nuidi exaggerated. 


"One day t was passing thiough n 


cut where some blasting had been 
going1 on and noticed the old Coi- 
nishman 
hammering a drill into 


wli!at seetnied to 'be a boring in the 
rock. I asked liim what he was do- 
ing and he told me coolly there was 
a cartridge in the 
hole that had 


failed to explode and lie was 'just 
knockin' out the tamping to reprise 
it,* 
I was horrified, for at every 


blow he was liable to explode the 
dynamite, and I ordered him sternly 
to stop and never to repeal sucli <i 
performance. 
The 
proper method 


would have been to have dulled a 
ne<w hole near by and exploded the 
first charge with a second blast.

He appeared to be in good health

Agulnaldo's captuie was attended 


with considerable difficulty, an in

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


Washington, March 28.—The pies* 


reports of the capture of Agttinaido 
by General Funston were confirmed 
today by General MAC Arthur, at > 
nila. in. the following cablegram to 
Adjutant General Cor bin:

MUCH JOT IN WASHINGTON. 


Washington, March 28.-The news 


of General Aguinsldo's capture by 
General Fnnston was received every- 
where in official circles with intense 
gratification, but, perhaps, nowhere 
did it create more satisfaction than at 
tbe white house. 
The first official 


news to reach the executive mansion 
was General MacArthur't dispatch 
announcing the capture, which came 
about midnight list night. 
This 


morning the president also saw Ad- 
miral Remy's cablegram and the 
press dispatches. 


The president naturally is very 


much gratified that the chief mover 
in the insurrection has at last been 
taken. 


HAD PICKED FUNSTON. 


It has been the opinion of the mil- 


itary authorities for a long time that 
Aguinaldo was doing more than Ml 
the other agencies combined to keep 
the rebellion in the Philippines alive 
and every energy was directed to 
compass his capture. It Is rather a 
remarkable tribute to the daring and 
resourcefulness of General Funston 
that long before he ma.de the attempt 
he was selected by the authorities 
here as the oftVer who might achieve 
It. It was the Intention of General 
FunsUn some time ago to return to 
tke United States, but by direction of 
tht irar department he wai detained 
In tae Philippine* In the hope that 


1 Just such a contingency as did arise 
should gire him the opportunity to 
test his prowess. 


Both the president and war depart- 


ment were fully Informed of the trap 
laid to capture the insurgent ehlel 
and the result of the expedition hat 
been anxiously awaited for several 
day v 


VITAL QUESTIONS RAISED. 


Several 
Interesting and, indeed, 


vital questions are raised by Agul 
naldo's capture. 
If the insurrection 


now collapses, as It is hoped it will, 
it may not be necessary to enlist the 
full strength of the army provided 
for in the army reorganization bill. 
There also is the question of the dla 
position to be made of the insurgent 
chief. But It is too early yet for the 
authorities to decide these questions. 
There also is much speculation as to 
the reward which General Funston 
may receive for his work. It is con 
sidertd not improbable that his re- 
ward will be a commission in the reg- 
ular establishment. 


In cabinet circlet General Fan 


ston's exploit was referred to 
In 


laudatory terms and the probable ef- 
fect It will hart on tht termination 
of hostilities In the Philippines Is 
being generally discussed. 


Secretary -ong expressed the pre- 


vailing sentiment. He naturally wat 
much gratified at the official con- 
firmation of Aguinaldo's capture aad. 
of the assistance that the navy had* 
been able to render General Funstoa 
in facilitating his exploits. 


GOOD MORAL EFFECT. 


The capture Itself was of much im- 


portance, he said, but he suggested 
that the moral effect probably would 
count quite as much as the brilliancy 
of the exploit. He considered it one 
of the most significant features of the 
affair that the natives themselves 
had b*en instrumental in bringing 
about the capture. 
They had made 


ip a coniitierao>e part of Fnnston's 
force and their willingness to go into 
the heart of Agulnaldo's stronghold 
indicated that In their bwn mind* 
they felt that there was no longer 
any real danger to be apprehended 
from Agulnaldo's strength. 


That such a sentiment had obtained 


hold among the Filipinos was. In the 
judgment of Secretary Long, a sig- 
nificant evidence that the insurrec- 
tion had lost its vitality among the 
people themselves. 


To this sentiment was now added 


the loss of the ostensible head of ihs 
insurrectionary 
movement, which 


would doubtless exert far-reaching 
influence upon the native mind. 


Tbe secretary said he presumed 


that Aguinaldo would be held as a 
prisoner of w-r. 


What will be done to him." Mr. 


Long was asked. 


SHOULD BE SPANKED.

the secretary, and
